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‘MY BROTHER’S MIND JUST SNAPPED’

"It was just too much for him— 
his mind finally snapped."

husband Bill said. “The thought 
of his wife, Shirley, leaving him 
again was more than he could 
bear.’’ 
Church Basement 
Linthurst, 26, was arrested Sat­ 
urday by Reading police after he 
ami his 18-year-oM wife fled to a 
church basement and Mrs. Lint­ 
hurst succeeded in convincing her 
husband that he should give him­ 
self up. 
The killing occurred about 5:30 
Saturday morning when Linthurst 
arrived in Schaefferstown at the 
home of his wife’s uncle, Charles 
Miller. 30.

Linthurst broke into the home, 
according to police, and said he 
was looking for his estranged 
wife. Miller said she was 
not 
there and Linthurst pulled the 
trigger of an automatic, killing 
Miller and wounding a teenage 
member of the family, police said.

Linthurst then told Mrs. Miller 
to use a ruse to get his wife to 
the house. Mrs. Miller called the 
wife saying one of the children 
was 
sick and Mrs. Linthurst 
should rush over by car. 


She did and when Mrs. Lin­ 


thurst arrived, Linthurst took his 
wife, Mrs. Miller and her wound­ 
ed daughter to Reading in search 
of a hospital. 


But when they approached Read- 
ing the gas tank was empty. Lin-

him half-an-hour to get away and 
then phone for help. 


He and his wife then fled to a 
nearby church from where Mrs.

Linthurst’s sister said t h i s

for the past seven weeks. 


"We wanted to give them an­ 
other start,’* Mrs. Shunk said, af­ 
ter they decided to give their 
marriage another try. 
"Somehow, it seemed they were 
going to make it. For a few weeks, 
Shirt, which is what Arthur al­ 
ways called her, acted like the 
perfect wife. 
Started Again 


"Then suddenly it s t a r t e d 
again,” Mrs. Shunk said. "Arthur 
said she admitted having been 


seeing other men but that was ail 
over with now. 


’Two weeks later she told my 
brother that she was leaving, that 
he couldn’t give her any of the 
finer things in life that she want­ 
ed and that she was going back 
home." 
Mrs. Shunk said that Arthur 
buried his head in his hands and 
wept like a child after she left. 


He said: ‘I can’t go on without 
Iwr — I love her.’ ’’ 
Mrs. Shunk said a few nights 
later her brother told them he 
had bought a gun in Bristol but 


that he did not intend to use it, 
that he wanted it because people 
were after him in Lebanon and 
that he was afraid to go back 
to get Shirt without protection for 
himself. 
Mrs. Shunk said her brother 
in the past few weeks had been 
working as a plumber’s assist­ 
ant but that she was not sure 
of the name of the company he 
worked for.
